And, of course. It implies an entirely different motive for the Oswald murder, "dUch. 
in itself msy have been enough for Rankin to ban it. 

The lawyer who dm f ted it visualised oversees connections of the ns3essination of 
CIA violation of reetructicns pacea upon it in proposing tue conference.
